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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-20 are pending in this application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-6, 8-13, 15-18, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hayes (6,205,476). 

4. As to claims 1,8, 15, and 20, Hayes teaches the invention as claimed including a method for 
establishing a terminal server connection with a terminal server using a web browser executing at 
a client station, the method comprising: 

a. the browser generating a request at the client station by specifying a URL in response 
to a user input, the user input corresponding to the terminal server connection, the URL 
having a first set of parameters necessary to complete the terminal server connection (col. 
13, lines 20-22); 
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b. receiving web page data corresponding to the specified URL. the web page data 
including a second set of parameters necessary to complete the terminal server 
connection (col. 13, lines 25-30); and 

c. establishing the connection with the terminal server using the first and second set of 
parameters (col. 13, lines 30-33). 

7. As to claims 2 and 9, Hayes teaches the invention as claimed including that the browser 
request conforms to TCP/IP protocols (col. 1, lines 32-33). 

8. As to claims 3 and 10, Hayes teaches the invention as claimed including that the browser 
request conforms to HTTP protocols (col. 1, lines 32-33). 

9. As to claims 4, 1 1, and 16, Hayes teaches the invention as claimed including that the 
parameters include an identifier identifying the terminal server (704 "serverURL", Fig. 7). 

10. As to claims 5, 12, and 17, Hayes teaches the invention as claimed including that the 
parameters include an identifier identifying an application residing on the terminal server (704, 
"Desktop", Fig. 7). 

1 1 . As to claims 6, 13, and 18, Hayes teaches the invention as claimed including that the web 
page data includes embedded software functionality for establishing a connection with the 
terminal server (col. 6, lines 3-6). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



12. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



13. Claims 7, 14, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hayes. 

14. As to claims 7, 14, and 19, Hayes does not disclose that the software functionality comprises 
ActiveX controls. Hayes does disclose that the software functionality comprises Java Applets 
(col. 6, lines 3-6). 

15. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to have also included ActiveX in Hayes's system as this solves the same problems as Java 
Applets and are functionally equivalent.
